reacquire the property to main- 
tain open water for cargo and 
pleasure craft. 

It said, the Bay is a tourist at 
traction, a great flood control 
basin, a source of industrial wa- 
ter which produces salt, enhances 
shellfish production of lime, sup- 
ports fish life and migratory 
birds and enhances the value of 
property with a view of its open 
water. 

The suit said the Bay deter- 
mines the climate of the region, 
provides a pathway for the winds 
which disperse air pollution and 
is the open space across which 
wind can whip waves injecting 
into the water the oxygen needed 
to dispose of water pollution cre- 
ated by treated sewage. 

Each new fill, the suit said, is 
incompatible with these vital pub- 
lic uses of the Bay. It said each 
fill impairs the ability of future 
legislatures to handle the envir- 
onment, promote commerce and 
enhance the fisheries of the 
region.
